STUDY OF GREEK. 


"The Study of Greek, Why?" was the 
subject which was eloquently discussed 
by 
Mabel 
.Lizzie Pierce. The speaker 
lirst traced the growth of 'the Greek lan- 
guage an depending upon the condition 
of the people «i;d then considered its ef- 
fect 
upon human culture. "The. Greek 
language" .she said, "in Its earlier stages 
was brought by Ithe Greeks themselves 
from their Arya.n home to I-lelias, where, 
under 
various auspicious influences, it 
was destined to reach a state of perfec- 
tion beyond all other languages; and had 
reached its zenith long before the arts 
and while everything that might be call- 
ed scitince had as yet no existence. The 
lirst literature of the Greeks was ballads, 
especially 
war ballads which furnished 
the material for the great Epics, the Ho- 
leric 
Poems. These 
poems, produced 
when tho people were yet in a primitive 
condition constitute the earliest extant 


I literature of the language, probably the 
finest ot' any tlin-3 or of any nation. 
I-he spea.ker then spoke of epic and 
lyric -poi-try and declared that the next 
step in t'he literature came with the next 
advancement in -lliie growth of the peoole, 
as she nekl. It must always come since a 
man makes 'his language what he- 'himself 
is. 'It was at it-he 'time of 'the decline of 
the monarchies in Greece, wiben t-he hori- 
zon of 'the Individual man was widened 
and -he needed ymm-e 'medium far express- 
ing his new. interests ami thoughts. She 
Uhen sipoke about the Peleponmesian War 
and the -Renaissance. 
"Tho question," continued the speaker 
' i n our d&y is ntot between fcatin and 
Greek but ibatwec-n Greek as representing- 
the -classics and physical 'science, the 
latent born -oE educational .forces 
The 
quest-Ion arises from this conflict between 
scientific study on the one 'hand and the 
classics on ths other, whether it'he high- 
est aind truest culture U Co be gained 
from 'Uhe classic's alone or science alone 
'I'he spirit af 'the Greeks h«.s toad an 
Inimensuraibte Influence upon culture and 
everything :pertatnln.g to -the-'higher in- 
tellecltuai life from -lhe time oE the tu- 
prem-acy 
o.f Greece 'to our own 
day. 
i-nc-re'fore. df we, would 
have- culture 
What (better way is there than -to get U 
from 'the Greeks 'themselves? For my- 
self, at -least, the question is decided 
and having- itake-n up ttR study iny1 inten- 
tion is to pursue, it till it -has yielded to 
me ai-l T can assimilate of its treasures 
of Knowledge, 'wisdom and beauty." 


HIGHER •EDUCATION. " 


Dr. 'David Stair Jordan spoke on "The 
Ivc-ed 
ic<f a 1-ligiher Education." There 


was, 
he said, no place to live In like the 
Un.1 ted States. To live here ait the pres- 
ent time meant opportunity. One of -t'hc 
best things that had been said or that 
could .be sai-d albout this country -was that 
It WHS -a country of opportunities. Every- 
body here ought to 'have a clherished am- 
bition to make tho m-ost of himself. There 
were two things 'which rhe would adviae 
them -to 'do, a.nd e-ne of ahe-se was to keep* 
clean. lAll the strength M the -world lay 
in being -clean. Their friends would tell 
them that. Tlhe last time lie. had spoken 
to sweet igiri g-raxiuat^es iwas about live 
years ago. He had :heard ithat none, of 
them 
were 'going to college. He Jiad 
spoken to them about the advisability 
of going to college ared a few days ago he. 
hal -noticed -that uwo of them had grad- 
uated 'from one of our universities. "What 
would a. college il-fe do for them? It 
Would do a great many 'things for them 
IT t'liey were mad-e of the right kind of 
stuff. The colles-e would not do every- 
thing- for them. Their thoughts should 
not eolely toe for the knowledge of -the 
time, but also to acquire that which •!' K 
gieat minds of the pa-st 'had stored in >the 
repositories of learning, 
if they would 
U'n'ock chos-e storeihouses of 'the past, all 
the world could not take the leannlnir 
from them. They -would learn from na- 
ture the immutability of God. 
The speaker then told O'f Agiassiz a.nd 
•Apgar, whom 'he lhad 'met when studying 
and detailed in a hurmorotm manner the 
circumstances under 'Which he had met 
lh.is first great man, James Russeil 
L/oweil, a-nd closed 'by appealing to trie 
class to keep a noble Ideal and purpose 
in view in .the progress of their studies 
and in t'heir conduct through their lives. 


EiEV. C. R. BROWN 


Rev. C. R. Brown said that eveirv boy 
a-na girl in goinj to school had a reoe'p ve 
an imaginative, an ong nattog and amOTaj 
faculty anrt that In their training norao 
of these faculties should be neglected. 
With regard to 'those -who were about -to 
teava school, their education, he said, 
was not complete. It had only barely be- 
gun. Education came from industry, not 
simply by reading books. He, haxl words 
of congratulation, .for those who had spent 
so many hours in a school of Tvttilch he 
was both a .friend and neighbor.

Through the State 


"As I traveled up 'through the State on 


my way here last March I could not help 
Kicking about me amaze'l— as I have been 
many .times foe-fore—at the changes which 
-time and human energy 'ha>ve brought 
about, and my memory recalled the time 
away back in '49 and '50 when California 
was"-practically, a -wilderness; .w.hen its 
possibilities were unknown except in one 
single direction-'that of 
gold finding. 


Then there .were no home tallueiices to 
restrain the adventurous spirits which in 
their hours of relaxation—and there, were 
too many of 'them—sought for distraction 
the only forms 'o'£ pleasure and excite- 
ment that scemert open to 't'hem. Moral 
restraint .was in those- days a question 
of -temperament and self-discipline, only 
without any ol -the external helps -which 
are furndshed toy good women every- 
where. 


"The Argonaut of '4fl came no-t to stay, 


but to experiment. Sudden wcaltJi, raised 
as quickly as might "be from the aurifer- 
o-us soil, -was 'his so'le ambition and in- 
tent: and them, ho .for the East, .for home 
and a place -to enjoy it. He risked every- 
l-hinit 
to clutc.h 'the glittering .metal, 


ab;".::loning comfort, society, the oom-pan- 
lunyhlp of tta>s« most dear to him, In the 
dream of soon being able to return to his 
friends, thousands of miles away, -with 
a 
fortune. 
Legitimate 'business was 


hardly thought of: for that means both 
time and, in a sense, .perman-ent invest- 
ment, and -no one could -wait for s-ma-U 
dividends, even i'f -steady on.es. All up'on 
their arrival rushed to the mountains to 
dig out -their treasures, so.me. fliulLns suc- 
cess, some disappointment; but of -the 
many who .went, 'few returned, aind fewer 
ttill came back with gladdened heart-?. 


"Tho-e who gathered gold in the 'hills 


scattered k in t'he valleys; for nearly all 
those who worked in the .placer mines 
spent their easily-sott-en -wealtih as last 
o» they .made it; and It was pitiful -to see 
V>right and vigorous yjoung- imon Hocking 
to 'the settlements to waste their money 
and t-hemselvcs in riotous living. Some, 
-wrecks of 't'heir former selves, wandered 
back to the mines 'to make new fortunes; 
others, 
ruined 
by the allurements of 


pleasure, lingered 4m the towns, fulling 
lowr and 
lower. Despondency is the 


nurse of desperation, and as tho .months 
wont by the settlements began to nil up 
with a. strange and dangerous population. 
Those who ihad failed in -their attempts 
to wrest gold 'from the earth bega-n to 
cajole It out of the pockets of those who 
had been -mo-re fortunate. Gambling hells, 
under no restraint, flourished and grew 
npace: drinking saloons furnished t'orget- 
fulness for desolate and .homesick 3ne-n; 
vice, in enticing lorms, 'housed itselC in 
attractive ha'Ktations, gilded by the gold 
of those who spent it as freely as they 
n'.ade it. 


from them. Work of -this nature called 
for capital, and 'large amounts or -money 
could lie obtained only 'by men ot! know.n 
and solid character, who did not s-per.J 
their means in -haunts ot Tiue and idle- 
ness. 


In Early Days. 


"The men -who gathered -t'he vintage of 


the -rocks were men who- had lived 
on 


hig'.her levels tha-n those -who worked the 
pia.eers .in '49 and -the early 'SO's.

kept one element .in their 'life without 
which -growth in a.ny direction cannot 
lOjiig- continue—woman. The advent 
ot 


mothers, wives and sisters chang'ed the 
w'hoie m-oral atmosphere .as if iby -magic. 
California had not -been without -worn-en 
In the earlier days. Cor where men sro 
women follow; .but the g-ood women, were 
few a-nd 'whom 'they became a living part 
of our -population a halo seemed to sur- 
round tihem and bad men shrank away, 
fultfllln-s the 
i words of 
the poet: 
'The 


lion -shall -turn and flee -from 'the mai-d in 
th-e stren-g't.h -of her .purity.' . 


"Today imlning as ain occupation- Is 


upon a ivery differen-t plane it'rom what il 
was in 'the e'arly days, an'd 'the 'man -with 
(toe hoe' lias impr-ove-d -gradually since he 
commence-d in the mkldle '50'g to saw and 
reap. You cannot recognize him i-n Mil- 
let's 'picture, tl<?spite t'he words o-f your 
Oakland poet. He is a man not only en- 
titled -to, 'but getting -1'he respect o£ all 
men: for -he is one of those "who -help to 
rule the St'ate. He is -not a '.brother to 
lllie 'ox.' and 'h-e holds his head as lllg'h as 
any un-an's. T mu-.=it say t.h.ait h'e Is different 
f-norn 
TUMl-et'a peasant i'n another very 


noticeable respect; for, while 'the peasa.ut 
of Millet ibow-s ito 'what 'he. thlaiks Is in- 
evitable and submits w-it'hiou-t complaint 
to .his -hard lot, ithe farmer of tod-ay ex- 
ercises his God-given 'ri-gii-t to grumble. 
He often plants but a. single thing, in- 
stead of several; and ihe .plants, not to 
serve Ills own hjousehold, ibut to sell to 
others; and -wihen, as i't sometimes 'hap- 
pens iln nature, a 'bad crop ia harvested, 
ho growls at tils luok, instead of at ".ils 
•bad judgment. It seems 'to me -that 'the 
farmer, t'o he successful, should raise as 
nearly as possible -all that ihe will need 
for -himself 
and Ms family, and have 


something- to sell, and tt surely Is a bad 
year when there is -not something that the 
-farmer raises t-hait can .be sold -for more 
Mian It cost to raise It 


Success of California. 


"The SUCCPSS 
of California, 
-from a 


farming -standpoint, lies i-n 'the cutting up 
of her large tracts of la-n'd held 'by -single 
owners info small, 
rbuit sufficient farms. 


The problem of successful farming ought 
not to ibe difficult to solve; ibut it does not 
lie rtn -a path -which many 'have .tro-dd-en to 
their chagrin. 'When 
a -man 
borrows 


moTiey to buy -and improa-e large tracts of 
la-n'd, and 'hires men to do 'file work, In- 
stead of getting what land lie can pay 
for, -and making a. fair d-ay's wap;es by 
his own -work, 'he very -seldom succeeds. 
Ma.ny years a-go, 'when passing th-roug-h 
Reusselaer -county, in New York State, 
I noticed that the farms were ill-kept; 
gates were off their hinges, the. paint on 
th'e -houses 'had faded, and everything 
•was in bad order; an'd I asked a farmer 
•why tie kept things -so untidy. His an- 
swer -was; 
"We don't own -the iand"; 


and 1 -ascertained t'hat these 'farms were 
In what mas called 'the Livingston -grant, 
and that the land 'was all leased, the 
rental to -be paid In kind: so much rye, 
s.o many eggs, so many chickens, etc., 
each yeair. Tire rent was not one -per cent 
on tho value of the pro-pert}", and the 
leases Tvere 'to continue—to use the lan- 
guage of Ibhem—'as long -as grass grows 
a'nd waiter 'runs'; 'but the result was that 
th-e occupant, ihaviing no -fee -to the land, 
had -no affection for the grourtd upon 
which he lived, lit was n-O't Ms own home,

changed hands on .th« turn of a card or 
the throw of dice; and life itself flickered 
and went out at the click of -the .revolver. 
•It is a romance -which California can 
never repeat. The types of thait era have 
d-wlndled in numbers until -today they can 
scarcely -be 'found anywhere. There were 
many good and 'honorable men in Cal- 
ifornia in the early '50's, tmt .most of the 
pioneers have passed' away, -without 
leaving anythtog to s<hpw the work they 
di'd; and in, alas! 'too many cases, no one 
knows ithelr final resting-place. 


"As the years went 'by a gradual 


change in the personnel of those -who 
came to -California tould be observed. 
Men .not only came to stay, but they 
brought their wives and children with 
t'hem. Men 'began to .learn -that there was 
better work in Califlortxla .Oha/n digging for 
gold; that the- climate iwas taconvparable, 
anfl -tihe soil only -too glad to respond to 
the call of the 'husbandman; that, in 
short, of all 'the fends over which the 
Stars a<n'd Stripes floated, California wag 
the on« most -beautiful -and .most favored. 
Many -who had gone toaok to thoir old 
home* In the Bast and Sound its condi- 
tion* toard, -caune -back to California and 
n«v*r again left it. They organized 
labor: "they -went deeper into the earth; 
placer mining was a'bamdoned for the 
quarta ledges, and expensive machinery 


slating- It, for the Held Is broad, but It 
is not largely cultivated and its possH- [ 
bllitie-s are realizable onily to the 'business 
pioneer who dar.es to put his money Iruto 
an untriied -enterprise. 
Capital is par- 


•ticill'ariy caulious. 
As has been said, 


nothing is imo-re timid than a. million dol- 
a>rs—except two -mltllions. 


"A good many of those who 'have money 


to invest, naturally say of California that, 
if the peopl-e there are afraid to risk 
money in ma.nu-fa.ctu.res, it must be be- 
cause -they think success is extremely 
doubtful; hence they look up>n new enter- 
prises h.ere with a suspicious eye. I re- 
member we'll, when we were organizing 
the Centra.! Pacific Railroad 'movement, 
how same of your wisest mien hare laugh- 
ed at us, and shrunk a.wa.y when, we ask- 
e'd them to share th-e risks with us, and 
the gain, 1C there should b8 any; and (here 
was -sam-e reason for it away 'back in 
the hlg-her '50's, for California, was t!hen 
an Isolated region, with practically only 
o-n;e industry—mining'; but today 
New 


York City is only four days distant, and 
there are many ways of reaching us. 


".Tmmeidia.t.ely aicross the water, where 


a great door of future trade has been 
opened to us, thie handwriting on the wall 
seems to me plain enough to be read by 
a!U who stroll along our own Pacific Coast, 
ana the question now >. shall Ca.l:forniara 
be first to get inside'; or shall -we wait .for 
Eastern, dairing- and energy to show us 
how to do it, and then f-ofllow after? Shall 
Ca.lifo-rnia, or shall some other peoples, 
gather the mate-ri'al of the wor.ld and con- 
vert ils fiber into Tvoof and webs and 
yarns, and its pigs ami. Ingots of ni'etal 
into the long- li-st of .shapes and lonms 
needful for man's use, and when this ta 
done, distribute It tlirougho-ut the world's 
markets ami take the profit that lies in 
the mianul'a'otuire? Should not California 
be the one to do this, and, -while reaping- 
the great profit therefrom, <To -what is al- 
most more vaiuaible to the 'people, of Cal- 
ifornia—establish through these, manu- 
factures many Industries among .them 
which shall give work and wage and hap- 
py homes to & vast iminltltud-e of her cit- 
izens? 


"1'h-illp the Second, c-f Sp.iin, Kves in his- 


tory as ithe -monarch -who taught his coun- 
try the bitter lesson ot -how not to do it; 
—a lesson which caused Spain unlold com- 
mei'clail loss. He no doubt believed that 
he was doing a gireat thing for his peo- 
ple -when he imposed a. -tax upon all man- 
ufactured .goods going out of the country 
ani all raw 'materiail coming In, while he 
let the ra'w material go out .free and the 
manufactured goods comie .In without tax; 
but the 'business of -Bpaiin as a. nation 
went down from th,al»tiimie, and amy na- 
tion coimimdts commercial sul-cide when 
she adopts such a, policy. T.he world in 
wiser today than It was then. 


"The fruit canniers of California under- 


stand -the meaning of wha.t I say, and 
they are working out the problem in the 
right way. The- canned and preserved 
fruits «f California are steadily winning 
their way into the imarkieits of the world, 
and the future holds out magnificent 
promises. These citizens of California, are 
on the right road, and all honor to them 
for their enterprise! 


"You have among j-'ou right In this 


city men who are object lessons- for Cal- 
Ifornians. I do ndt know of ainy trade or 
occupation in -which the -chances of fail- 
ure are so large in proportion to those 
of success as in shipbuilding. 


"There is required, first of all, a very 


large outlay of capital In the construction 
of the plant before any return can be ex- 
pected. Even a.fter a con-tract for build- 
ins" a-sihlp has been .closed, e. sinble blun- 
der In the building-, involving- as dt does 
the utmost exactness of scientific enscin- 


of tra.mo and commerce 


which exist for the comfort and enjoy- 
ment of humanity; but to do this requires 
patience and courage.

kind should -be your newspapers. 
The 


iournal-s of the East fairly teem with the 
triumphs of ciomm'ercia.1 -enterprise In all 
directions, and recite the bold deeds of 
capital In new and unltried fields, and the 
world abroad stands aghast at American 
cLairlng; very .much as i-n anciemt times 
the song's of th'e de-eds of valiant knights 
rang- throughout the land; but there are 
certain newspapers, greait In the particu- 
lar fiends 'they cover, which seem to Hake 
no Interest to «3leeds which tend to build. 
u.p »nd foster the resources -of your State, 
but, rather, seek to Ibellttle human en- 
deavor and iteair doirn not only the worthy 
enterprise which may (represent the work 
o'f «. -llfetlmo of effort, but the edifice of 
reputation as well. It is -trite that the 
newspaper is supposed to voice- the wants 
fl.nd -temper of the people, but this clear- 
ly is not Its whole -duty. Its power for 
good is enormous, and whe.ne.ver the time 
shall be -i-Eiaehed 'When the liberty of tho 
press shall stop at license, peopl-a will 
breathe easier and 'the world will toe bel- 
ter.

Dignity of Labor. 


"Men may prate of the necessity of up- 


holding tlie dignity of labor, but all labor 
that is honest is honorable and dignified. 
Dignity does ndt lie hi the work, but in 
what a man does with his time and his 
wage after his day's work Is done. Th'a 
men amongst us in the State who have 
had most to say in keeping out labor 
were men who did not work themselves, 
but lived by agitating- — in other words, by 
their wits. Tlv« good workman can gen- 
erally find work, and can safely trust to 
that law of -the 'survival of the fittest' 
under which men who lead industrious 
and moral lives, who have honesty of 
purpose and practice an intelligent econ- 
omy, always- thrive; while men -who are 
lazy, 
who wank 
Intermittently, who 


spend all they earn and deny themselves 
nothing that they can procure, as surely 
So to the wall. We want to watch out 
for and foster American labor in the very 
best way we can, but we shall not do that 
by keeping away from a land that needs 
it the labor that must ibt used to bring 
the State up to the level it ought to oc- 
cupy by virtue of. its manifold and mani- 
fest advantages, 


"It is not to be expected that Califor- 


nia will at once bloom out mto a great 
flower of industry and manufacture, for 
these things take time amd patience; buft 
what we want is men of force, determi- 
nation and personal courage, who will 
be contented to start in & smadl way, 
building up gradually, but steadily, as 
their knowledge of the business Increases 
and as their market widens; who will be 
willing to. risk all upon thedr business 
venture, upon the building up, from a 
solid foundation, of a superstructure of 
business enterprise; who will continue to 
put into It all of thoir money, i£ meed 
be, and all of their personal and financial 
reputation; then watt tor «he results 
which can confidently be expected. A 
great manufacturing concern can only be 
buHt up after years of patient endeavor, 
shirewd observation and steadiness of pur- 
pose; for its market must be developed 
and the quality of the goods It turns out 
must become well known. But when its 
trade-mark shall have become a familiar 
token, in all the marts of the world, amd 
when that trade-mark shall be an assur- 
ance to the buyer that whatever the con- 
cern sends to him iwllfl always b« the best 
of its kind, success is certain and perma- 
nent. The value of an established trade- 
mark camnot he overestimated, for it Is in 
Itself th'e testimonial of, reliability ana of 
value received. It Is the tacit Ruarantee 
of full weight and measure, and the pro- 
ducers who furnish the concern with th* 


vote themselves and their whole lives, i 
need be, to the work of turning this -wtiy 
the great commerce o? the Orient which 
ha« for so many years .been solng west- 
ward and enriching the nations which 
controil that great traffic. Ban Francisco, 
by rtght, should be the groat entrepot 
for the United States of all the treasure 
which Can be drawn this way, and she 
must makie up her mind to fulfill ft des- 
tiny -which is hers for the effort. 
We 


must turn, the line of trade trom the set- 
ting to the risi.ng sun. The days of the 
old past, when Califomia,'s co.mmwce 
consisted of the exchange of hides, hoofs, 
horns and tallow for the manufactured 
goods that her people were compelled to 
have, a.re but a memory. Another people 
<are here—a people of whom something 
different and far better is 'expected; a 
people •who, i-n th'e main, grew out of the 
amalgamation of the Saxon, Dane and 
Norman with the native races of the 
British isles. From such a combination 
Maoaulay tells us sprang- the best race o"f 
men that has ever inhabited the earth, 
and I think all the men of that race be- 
lieve it; but let us give cumulative evi- 
dence of this by B-howi-ng- the world whit 
we oan do.
